In his review of negotiations which 
led to the building ot a third trans¬ 
continental railway through Canada, 
Sir ivobeit Borden in his memoirs 
points out that while all that money 
was being spent it was hopeless to 
make any headway against the gov¬ 
ernment, and in 19U4 and 1908 he went 
down to defeat. The prosperity that 
was founded upon the spending ot 
borrowed money had allurements that 
the electors could not resist, but we 
have been paying for it ever since.

A party In opposition is up 
against insuperable odds when fight¬ 
ing an administration that has billions 
to spend in relief and in public works. 
It will again be up against it when it 
returns to power and has to deal out 
the consequences, as Sir Robert Bor¬ 
den had to deal with the railway prob¬ 
lem he had tried to avert.

The printer was careless all right, but 
he had an unconscious gift of prophe¬ 
cy.

The colonies Britain and France 
got from Germany are not of much 
value to them and both countries 
would be willing to hand them back 
if economic considerations alone were 
to prevail. If France gave back Togo- 
land and the Cameroons and Britain 
gave back German East and West, it 
wpold not be long before air and sub¬ 
marine bases were established there, 
and Africa would become an armed 
camp as Europe is. This is their only 
fpar, and Hitler’s Germany is doing 
everything necessary to justify it.

Incidents that occurred in Austria 
and Czechoslovakia were seized upon 
by Nazis as indicating that Schnus- 
nigg and Beoes had lost control—that 
the people there had got out of hand; 
etc. Those incidents were few and 
sporadic as compared with the inci¬ 
dents that occurred in every city and 
town in Germany when mobs destroy¬ 
ed and looted synagogues and Jew'sh 
shops, because a Jewish boy had killed 
a Nazi diplomat. Didthfc&e niobs get 
out of hand? Had the government lost 
control ? The answer probably is that 
mob violence is officially permitted 
against Jews and Jewish properties. 
Goebbels did “request” the mobs to 
desist, promising them that their 
niters would attend to these things in 
another way—by legislation and or¬ 
dinance. Fire departments knew 
what they were expected to do, viz. 
prevent the fires from spreading into 
Aryan properties.

There is always danger >n start¬ 
ing Area. It seemed safe enough to 
kindle the flames of prejudice against 
the Jews, but the rabble does not ap¬ 
preciate the refinements of official 
persecution and so it handles the mat¬ 
ter in it* own crude way and sets fire 
to buildings owned by Jews. Th i- 
seemed reasonable enough to the mob. 
It did not stop to think that these fires 
might spread into Gentile areas, and 
file departments had all they could 
do to localize the flames so that they 
Would be content with the deetruction 
of Jewish property alone.

Being fire¬ 
brand* themselves, they encourage 
otheps to apply the torch but when 
they become alarmed about their own 
property, they call the fire brigade;

The Re¬ 
sponse from the Canadian public is disappointing in view 
of the deserving nature of the cause. To an extent the 
same indifference is evident in the general attitude toward 
the Jewish situation in Germany. 

Although expressing horror at the persecution of Jews 
in Germany, there is no great eagerness to have OantUia 
open wide its doors as a sanctuary for Jewish refugees. | 
Yet Canadians in the past have been a generous people. 
They have responded liberally, and often at sacrifice, t> 
calls for aid from distress of people in other lands. Why do' 
the agonies of the present day meet with such casual, luke 
warm interest. • iv • 

The world must be growing more selfish, more self-cen¬ 
tred—individually as well as nationally. The present atti¬ 
tude is perhaps a natural outgrowth "of pyramiding dis¬ 
tresses and confusions. Individuals have lost whatever 
sense of security in a “good world” which they may have 
entertained in past decades. Even in a relatively sheltered 
country like Canada, they have been companioned by anx¬ 
iety, discouragement and economic uncertainty. Absorbed

Quite a number of prominent citizens 
were present, and the songs, toasts 
and speeches, passed off with all the 
eclat possible on such short notice. 
Letters of regret were read from Lord 
Strathoona, Earl .Grey, Premier Ruth¬ 
erford, Joseph Seagram, W. F. Mac- 
lean, Rev. John MacDougall and oth¬ 
ers. Lord Strathcona’s letter was 
typical of the general sentiment, say¬ 
ing “I regret exceedingly that I shall 
be unable to attend the McGonigle 
banquet, but my sympathies go out to 
your honored guest. The name of Pet¬ 
er McGonigle will ever stand high in 
the roll of eminent confiscators. Ones 
long ago, I myself, came near achiev¬ 
ing distinction in that direction, when 
I performed some dexterous financing 
with the Bank of Montreal funds. In 
consequence, however, of iC. P. R. 
stocks going up instead of down, I 
wound up in the House of Lords, in¬ 
stead of Stoney Mountain.” 

Joseph Seagram’s affecting letter 
of regret said'; “Though unable to hr 
with you in the flesh, my spirit is 
with you. Wishing McGonigle all luck 
in his next venture.”

/"|NE of the fine programs given (over CBC last week 
was a Scandinavian concert broadcast from Winni¬ 
peg. Many listeners have commented favorably on this as 
a splendid feature for a national broadcast. It was the 
type of program which stirred the blood, rousing a con¬ 
sciousness of the many nationalities which serve to 
strengthen the Canadian nation. The pride of these peo¬ 
ple in their adopted country, the charm and vigor conveyed 
in their program, were inspiring. It combined the outlook 
of a new land, with the gifts and arts of an older land. 

Those who live in an Anglo-Saxon community, rarely in 
touch with people from other lands, are apt to fail in ap¬ 
preciation of what settlers from other countries can and 
do bring to the Dominion of .Canada. One of the most 
pleasurable and inspiring experiences which the writer has 
had, was a Scandinavian evening in Winnipeg. An immense 
community hall had gathered together the handicraft of 
different European peoples. Each booth was presided over 
by costumed natives, from some particular country. The 
traditions and insignia of the old land were woven into 
gay patterns, in rugs, quilts and indescribably fine needle¬ 
work. The dishes that were served were the pride of the 
different countries. But best of all were the gay and grac¬ 
ious people who had arranged the event, and the splendid 
understanding existing between them and the native Win¬ 
nipegers who were attending. 

Apparently a certain element of Winnipeg people have 
made a real mission of “Canadianizing” the so-called for¬ 
eign element. They have encouraged newcomers to ex¬ 
press themselves in the arts and crafts of their native land, 
and have furthered markets for sale of this exquisite work. 
They have brought strangers into touch with people of 
their own nationality, and have extended the circles, grad¬ 
ually breaking down barriers of language and loneliness. 
They have tried to find uses in Canada, for every gift and 
facility which people of other nations have brought to the 
country.

Perhaps a frank realization of this gradual dulling of 
finer instincts may serve to rouse humanity for the sake 
of its own soul. In a world gone mad, there still are prin¬ 
ciples worth championing. There are leaders worth follow¬ 
ing. Peace and serenity can come neither to individual nor 
nation, through callousness and selfishness.

In connection with the institution 
of the Foothils’ School Unit, there are 
certain features of interest at the 
present time to ratepayers and school 
board officials.

The 
expectation is that a secretary-treas¬ 
urer or an acting secretary-treasurer 
will be appointed at the organization 
meeting of the divisional board to be 
held on December 21.

The secretary-treasurer is appoint¬ 
ed by the divisional board, and the in¬ 
spector of schools sits with the board 
in advisory capacity.

DARK EYES SEE BEST 
Baaed on tests among 1,238 motor¬ 
ists, half of them with light eyes and 
half dark, two American investigators 
have found that the tight-eyed motor¬ 
ists have poorer vision at night and 
are more sensitive to glare than driv¬ 
ers with dark eyes. The light-eyed 
drivers tested included some with 
blue eyes, 9ome with light gray eyes 
and some with green eyes. The dark¬ 
eyed drivers comprised those with 
dark brown and dark blue eyes. The 
important factor in making up the two 
groups was “not the color, but the 
lightness of darkness of the eyes.” 
The conclusion drawn by the two 
scientists is that drivers with light 
eyes should drive very cautiously at 
night and wear sun glasses when driv¬ 
ing in the daytime. That is not to 
say, however, that dark-eyed drivers 
may drive with less than ordinary 
caution. Our view is that light¬ 
headed drivers are a greater source 
of danger than light-eyed. And at all 
times young gentlemen should avoid 
taking too great interest in the eyes 
of their fair companions whether 
theirs be light or dark.—St. Thomas 
Times-Joumal. 


Three great democratic nations 
forged last week at Washington a 
strong, well-fashioned link in the 
chain of world economic peace. 

That link has .been in the making 
for several years. It has been forged 
in the belief and hope that a world 
peace programme can only be brought 
about by economic disarmament. 

Ever since President Roosevelt ap¬ 
pointed as his Secretary of State the 
Hon. Cordell Hull, the foreign trade 
policy of that country has been geared 
to the larger issue of world economic 
peace. With quiet, measured states¬ 
manship he has moved toward his goal 
of removing the root causes of War 
by clearing away trade and tariff bar¬ 
riers created by narrow-minded na¬ 
tionalism. 

Canada and the other British na¬ 
tions have accepted Mr. Hull’s chal¬ 
lenge-and co-operated in his efforts. 

The first major step involving the 
Empire was the Canada-U^S. trade 
treaty of 1936. Another was the re¬ 
writing of the Ottawa Agreements in 
London last year. 

In the latter, United States played 
no active part, but the “thawing” of 
Empire preferences, frozen in 1932, 
did in large measure pave the way 
for the major tripartite agreement 
consummated last week. 

This is the larger issue, the larger 
vision of the three-way treaties which 
have now been signed and which do, in 
effect, admit Uncle Sam into the fam¬ 
ily circle of the Empire trading area. 

Apart from individual gains and 
losses, the success of these new agree¬ 
ments will be gauged by the degree to 
which thev do actually cause a greater 
volume of goods to flow not only be¬ 
tween the three signatory countries 
but also among the score or more of 
nations who are indirectly affected.— 
Financial Post.
